FEDERA Is III R F U T H MA VERSI S STATE RIGHTS 


D u rin g the next two y ears the country may expert to hear 
strong attacks upon the extension r,f federal b ureaucracy at the 
expense of state right*. 
Certain senators are 
a lre a d y making 
themselves heard on this sub ject which, they b elieve, cat ries a 
threat to the Institutions of mir common American life. 
These 
insist in the language of Burke’s aphorism that “all innovation 
is not progress.” 
They find in the tendency to increase “ pry ing 
interference and vexatious intermeddling” a restriction of the 
autonomy of the states ahd a limiting of individual rights that is 
the precursor, so they b elieve, of federal predominance over the 
states and b ureaucratic control over the individual. 
On the other hand it is pointed out that the purpose of legis­ 
lation, that has called into b eing Ihe many b ureaus of the federal 
government, is not inspired b y any desire to curb the powers of 
the states, b ut on the other hand has as its motive the encourage­ 
ment of the states in their efforts to.secure those b eneficial results 
whose attainm ent is sought b y the b ureaus. Such federal b ureaus 
are clearing houses, into which information is poured relative vo 
the conditions in each state with regard to the particular phase of 
work handled b y the b ureau in question, which when compared 
leads to stim ulating eifort in b ackward states and encouraging 
further advance in the more progressive states. 
The argum ent that this b ureaucratic sy stem is costing the 
country a vast amount of money falls down when the ligures are 
presented, that is, in comparison with other expenditures of the 
government. 
Dr. Edward B. Rosa shows that the civil activities 
of the government in 1020 represented 0.4 per cent of the total 
government expenditure for the y ear, or a per capita cost of $8.45. 
This amount is divided np on the following b asis: 1 per cent, or 
54 cents per capita, goes to research and education, and 1.5 per 
cent o r 80 cents per capita fo r pub lic works. 
These expenditures

These were not altogether favorable to France 
but after consideration France accepted them and checked the 
w ish of her people to go right to Berlin.

destroyed and protect herself against the enemy they had jointly 
fought. 
The nation whose leader had presented the term s on 
w hich the struggle was halted, refused to take any p a rt in en­ 
forcing the term s proposed by th eir leader. 
This picture is not a pleasant one to study. 
The most abused 
m em ber in a common scrap is seen cleaning up the mess that all 
the participants helped to make. 
It rem inds one of an old story 
oi a people who went about rebuilding the walls of their city, each 
one going arm ed to this w ork of reconstruction, and each w atch ins 
lest the enejny attack. 
In inviting Am erica to play her part until the w ar is over, 
JVI. Clemenceau will get a large response. 
O ur people are coining 
to see th a t while the lighting is over, the great task of restoration 
is not yet completed. 
There is an increasing wish on live part of 
m any A m ericans th at this country play her part until the final 
victory, over present unsettled conditions, is won. 
But a small 
percentage of our people are interested in having A m erica en ter 
th e League ct Nations in its present form. 
Nevertheless, there 
a re m any who desire the adm inistration to come to some under­ 
standing with the allies, by which this country will take a part iii 
building up the broken down economic life of those nations, while 
fu rth e rin g th at grow th of good will which holds a promise of fu ­ 
tu r e security and peace. 
The ad m inistration’s pledge to seek to 
organize an association of nations looking to the ends already 
m entioned should be redeemed.
